The three months covered by this issue of “Garden Gossip” are probably © 
the busiest of the year. Although gardening is fun, it does have its serious 
side, and we think it best to try to tell you about the control of insects and 
diseases at this time of the year, rather than wait for attacks. We have 
preached about Chlordane for a long time now, and we are still very sold on 
this material for the control of anis and earwigs. Both are extremely objection- 
able in the garden and the home. We have a very efficient one pint duster for 
small homes and larger dusters for larger homes. Be sure to get one of these 
dusters and dust around the house about every three months with Niagara 6% 
Chlordane. Also dust around the base of your trees and artichoke plants in 
order io stop the ants. A general dusting all over will definitely control ear- 
wigs and by applying Niagara 6% Chlordane with a duster, a very efficient 
job can be done. There is no cheaper form of ant and earwig control, and we 
have proved its efficiency beyond question.

WORMS IN APPLES AND PEARS 

There is only one time to prevent worms in your Apples and Pears, and 
that is from the time 50% to 100% of the blossom petals have dropped. The 
control is 50% Wettable D.D.T. Our Niagara brand of D.D.T. is a very fine 
grind and will not choke your sprayer. Add io each gallon of water two 
tablespoons of 50% Wettable D.D.T. and spray the entire tree thoroughly. 
This will give relief from this most objectionable feature in the growing of 


Apples and Pears. 
WALNUT DAMAGE 
* Last year it became evident that Aphis were causing damage to Walnuts. 
The control here is to dust (this is where you use your duster again) with 
B.H.C. Aphis Dust during the month of June. B.H.C. Aphis Dust contains Lin- 
dane and has a long lasting effect on the parts of the tree which are dusted. 
This is a must for most of you who have Walnuts, because this problem is 
becoming increasingly worse.

Many of our customers ask us for something in one bottle or box to control 
everything. This, of course, is utterly impossible, as many of the necessary 
ingredients have chemical reactions upon each other which nullify their effec- 
tiveness. We list herewith, the nearest approach to an all around control, 
which if you will mix yourself and use as a spray or dust, is the most effective 
and economical material it is possible to'use. When using as a spray, use 
four tablespoons per gallon of water. When using as a dust, use in the propor- 
tions listed below. . 3 } 


One part Fermate— (Controls rust, etc.) 

One part B.H.C. Crop Spray— (Controls Aphis, Caterpillars and 
most chewing and sucking in- 
sects.) : 

One part Niagara D.D.T. Wettable—(Controls Ants, Diabrotica, etc.) 

Four parts Wettable Sulphur— (Controls mildews and various 


other fungii.) 

If you will buy the above items in three or four pound bags, you will have 
a very efficient spray or dust which costs you in the neighborhood of forty 
cents per pound, which we assure can not be equalled for economy and effi- 
ciency. The B.H.C. Crop Spray listed above, has a very pungent odor to which 
some people object. However, its efficiency can not be overlooked as it is 
actually the original Benzine Hexachloride from which Lindane is extracted. 
This dust must not be used on root crops or fruit near harvest time. Remember 
when spraying or dusting, complete coverage is necessary. The spray should 


be dripping on the ground from the plants. This also benefits the soil as the 
mixture listed above contains items which are very efficient soil insecticides. 
Dusting or spraying must be done in the early morning or late in the evening 
while the atmosphere is still. 

WEED KILLER 


24D Weed Killer is the selective weed killer for broad-leaved weeds in 
ecu Do not confuse this with the weed killer used for paths and driveways. 
This is usually an arsenical weed killer which sterilizes the soil. We have a 
powdered form of 24D which should be applied with a sprinkling can over the 
entire lawn. This would eliminate Dandelions, Dock, Daisies, Clovers, etc. 
The three months covered by the “Garden Gossip” are ideal months for the 
elimination of broad-leaved lawn weeds. We do not want to confuse you, but 
we might mention we also have 245 Weed Killer which controls such vicious 
things as Poison Oak, Poison Ivy and the rampant berry bushes which have 
got out of control. This may take two or three applications, but even that is 
much easier and more effective than trying to grub out these pests. 

FERTILIZERS 

We now have Liquinox Liquid Fertilizer which contains Yucca Juice. This 
gives immediate penetration to the roots of the plants and immediate avail- 
ability of the plant food. The Yucca Juice also acts as a soil flocculator. Con- 
tinued use of it, for instance, on an old adobe or clay lawn will improve the 
texture of the soil. It can be readily applied to lawns with an applier fixed to 
the faucet. It is the most wonderful acid plant food available for Camellias, 
Begonias, Azaleas, Rhododendrons, etc., and it will not build up a toxic con- 
dition in the soil from continued use like many dry fertilizers. Remember, 
plants don't have teeth so you will economize by using a liquid fertilizer, and

_ LAWN BROWN PATCH 

‘During April or May, the worm which hatches into the little brown moth 
starts to work on the grass and causes most of the brown patch in lawns dut- 
ing the summer. Try to prevent this by applying one pound of Niagara 50% 
Wettable D.D.T. to each five hundred square feet of lawn. This is either a 
preventive or a curative application. We strongly urge you to make an appli- 
cation during April or May and another during August to avoid this type of 


brown patch entirely. ie 
FLOWER SEEDS 

Direct planting into the ground can now take place during April, May and 
June on all of the half hardy annuals. It is now too late for maximum perform- 
ance for such items as Sweet Peas, California Poppies, Larkspur, etc. Forget 
all about them and concentrate on items such as Asters, Cockscombs, Morning 
Glories, Marigolds, Phlox, etc. You will find the leading items to plant now 
listed in the “Garden Gossip.” Remember, by planting directly outside, the 
plants receive no check in growth from transplanting. Our seeds come directly 
from the field to you. We have all kinds of seeds in bulk and all our packag- 
ing is done right here in San Mateo so thai the seeds you buy here are fresh 
and remember our advice to you is backed by a total of over fifty years’ prac- 
tical experience in this business. 

VEGETABLE GARDENS 

Practically all vegetables can be planted now. It is time to make the first 
planting of the Half Hardy Annual Vegetables such as Beans, Corn, Cucum- 
bers, Squash, etc. Here again you will find all seasonable items listed in your 
“Garden Gossip.” Remember, a very important thing in vegetable gardening 
is to make a planting every month until July in order to have a continued sup- 
ply until the frosts. Of course it is impossible for us to list all of the items we 
carry. If you do not find what you want listed, be sure to ask us, because we 
have the most complete stock on the Pacific Coast. Try the two All American 
Gold Medal winner vegetables. Bush Bean Top Crop and Squash Uconn. The 
Bean is a particularly heavy yielding bush type and the Uconn Squash is a 
bush form of the Table Queen or Patty Pan Squash. Try something really dif- 
ferent in the way of Cucumbers. The Telegraph type grows about 14 inches 
long and should be put on a fence in order to obtain straight fruits. Many 
gardeners who tried it last year were very satisfied with the results. The flavor 
is delicious and it is nearly seedless. 


CRAB GRASS 

This must not be dorifused with Bermuda Grass. Crab Grass is an annual 
grass which dies at the end of the season, but it re-seeds itself and starts to 
grow again during the month of May and gradually takes over the entire lawn 
if not checked. The only time to control this weed is during the seedling 
stage. If you will spray your lawns with Crab Grass Killer during May and 
June, you will get a very effective control. Later application is not so success- 
ful. Do not wait to see the Crab Grass, be sure to spray your lawn before the 
end of June. We have the material under the name “Crab Grass Killer.”
